business, Government took various steps to introduce Telugu as 
official Language of the State

Telu^u Tvpewrifer Kev Board — The Andhra Govemment appoint- 
ed a Committee m 19^4 undf^r the Chairmanship of Sri V Narayana 
Murthv and th<^ Andhra Pradesh Government appointed another 
Committee in 1957 to su^erest a Telucpu Typewriter "Kev Board Gov- 
ernment, after e^^mimn^ the question m detail, de'^ided that as the 
eT?:isHncp Tehiqpu Kev Boards were not satisfactory, an independent 
Key Board for Telugfn tvne'^^'iter may be evolved so as to ensure srood 
speed and efficiencv Sri K Brahmanandam, Chief Heporter of the 
Lecpi'^lative Assembly wis aske^ to evolve a standard Key Board 
and he has submitted the desi grn of his Key Board Government 
have recently decided to conduct nn efficiency test on some of the 
available Key Boards as well as the Kev Board devised by Sri Brahma- 
nandam Action is being taken m this regard to select the most 
efficient Key Board 

Telupn f?hnrthand Manual — The Committee under the Chairman- 
ship of Sri V Nqravana Murthy recommended that the Telugu Shorth- 
and Manual nnsrht be revised to suit the present requirements For 
this purpose, the Committee recommended that an Editorial Board 
of expert St'=^noffr?iPhers misfht be set up After exammmfif these 
recommendations, the Andhra Pradesh Governmenb asked the Director 
of Technical Education to revi^^e theTelugpu Shorthand Manual written 
by late Sri M Srmivas Bao with the assistance of two expert steno- 
graphers The draft of the Manual has been prepared. It is now 
under the examination of the Director of Technical Education After 
his examination of the manuscript copy, action will be taken to get 
it pnnted, 

Glo^sani -—One of the difficulties encountered m the introduction 
of Teluf^u in Government Offices is the ajbsence of a Telu^u Glossary of 
administrative terms. A Committee under the Chairmanship of the 
Ute Speaker of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly (Sn A. 
Kaleswara Rao) prepared a Glossary of Legislative, Legal and Admini- 
strative terms. The Glossary is under print now 

Introduction of Telugu in Government Offices — Government issued 
orders to all concerned that Tehigu may be used as medium of corres- 
pondence wiith the pubhc m the offices at Taluk level and below m 
the following Departments m all the Districts of the State 

(1) Revenue Department (mcludmg Block Development Offices) 

(2) Public Works Department (Irrigation). 
(8) Acrriculture Department 

(4) Animal Husbandry Department, 

(5) Hmdu Religious and Charitably Endowmwts Depaxtment, 
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(6) Education Departmeut 

(7) Local Bodies. 

(8) Co-operauve Department 

(9) Village and Pancliayat Courts 

(10) Panchayat Samithis and ZiUa Panshads. 

(11) Excise Department 

(12) Police Department. 

(13) Public liealfch Department 

(14) Education Department (Libraries) 

(15) Police Depaitmeiit (Fire Services Biancli) 

(16) Women's Welfare Department 

(17) Forest Department 

(18) Registration and Stamps Department, 

(19) Fisheries Department. 

(20) Indian Medicine Department 

The above departments were chosen because they have wide and 
frequent contact with the general pubhc especially m rm*al areas. 

Translation of Acts, Codes, SKnuals, Etc, 

(a) Translation of Dish ict Office Manual — The Distr^ict Office 
Manual which deals with otiice procedure to be followed m oihces 
(other than Secjcetariat) has been got tianslated mto Telugu by Sri 
G. Bhimasankaram, a retn^ed Deputy Collector It is under scrutiny^ 

{b) Translation of othe) Acts^ Codes, Manuals, etc — As regaids 
translation ot Acts, Codeb, Manuals etc., mi.o Teiagu, Government 
i& collecting uiiormation fiom variola DcpaxvaienCb about the Acts, 
Codes and Manuals, etc now m loroe in i^ti 'State They will be 
taken up for translation as soon as the priaiea v.oj-.ics oi txic Glossory 
are available. 

Non-TelugU'knowing Government Sena?'^9 — A^ the policy of Govern- 
ment is to excend the present scheme giadUc*ii^ co other Departuicais 
by practicable stages Without aiiecting etfiu. ,^f» it was considered 
necessary that eventually all tiie Goveinmu.tw employees — old and 
new — shoidd have a woikmg knowledge ct Tehigu. Government 
have, therefore, issued ordeis that all the non-Telugu-knowmg Govern- 
ment servants except a lew categories ot employees who were exempted, 
should pass a language test m Telugu withm tS years from 15-11-1960, 
to be conducted by the Andhra I'radesh Public berviee Commission, 
To enable them to learn Tehigu, Government opened 81 Telugu clasi»es 
at the Taluk Headciuarter^* m all the Telingaaa Districts and 72 classes 
m the twin cities ot Hydeiabad and Secunderabad, tree oi tuition fees* 
At the €nd of the Coiu-se an exammation will be conducted by the 
Director of Pubhc Insti'uction and a pass m that examination has 
been equated to the pass m the test conducted by the Andhra Pradesh 
Public Service Commission The non-Teiugu-knowmg Govcrnmeut 
servants have been permitted to leave office caxly to enable them to 
attend the classes which are conducted between 4-<JU mxa 5-30 p*m. 
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Review of returns —The Heads of Departments were asked to submit 
a bi-monthly return on the communications issued m Telugu under 
the various categories for assessing the progress made m the use of 
Telugu m the offices m which Telugu was introduced. The returns 
are bemg received from the Collectors and Heads of Departments 
showing the progress made m the use of Telugu by then* Subordinate 
Officers m which Telugu was introduced Those returns are being 
checked and reviewed Wherever the progress is not satisfactory, 
necessary instructions are being issued from time to time 

Other Work done— The officers deahng with the subject m the 
Secretariat toured the various Districts and their visits to the oflfiLces 
have given a fillip and an impetus to the use of Telugu Various 
suggesions were made during the towers which would increase the use 
of Telugu in various offices. Government have issued instructions 
on these suggestions. 

Orders were issued by Government to all Heads of Departments 
to have the Name Boards, Office Seals and Badges written up m Telugu 
and English whenever the old ones are replaced It was also laid down 
that m places -v^here was Urdu m vogue, the Heads of Depai^tments 
might take action to have them written up m Urdu also along with 
Telugu and English. 

Orders were issued to all Heads of Departments to have all the 
existinc' forms m use m their offices examined and get the forms trans- 
lated and printed m Diglott (un English and Telugu) when the stock 
of existing forms is exhausted . The Heads of Departments are examiu- 
ing the various forms m use m their offices to see which of them could 
be translated into Telugu and printed m Diglott and they are taking 
action to get such forms printed m Diglott 

Sample drafts of letters. Memos, etc issued by various offices 
are being collected for translation into Telugu and for printing them 
in the form of a booklet f oir the convenience o± staff working m various 
offices. 

Sample Telugu forms of correspondence like letters, Endorsements, 
Memoranda, etc have been supplied to the offices where Telugu has 
been mtroduced as medium ol correspondence. 

Orders have been issued authorising the purchase of Telugu Ne^ss- 
papers by Taluk Offices to afford an opportunity to the non-Telugu- 
knowmg people to pick up Telugu. 

ComHsion — ^Government are considering a proposal to introduce 
Telugu m the Municigahties of the State. Government are also explor- 
mg the posskbihty of introducmg Telugu m the Marketing Department 
and yi some branches of the District Offices. 

From the foregoing paragraphs, it may be seen that various steps 
have been taken and are being taken by Government to give a fillip 
to the use of Telugu in the Government offices The officers and staJf 
are endeavouring to use Telugu m correspondence and to communicate 
orders, letters, etc. m Telugu to the pubhc. Everything possible 
is bemg done by Government in the matter of mtroduction of Telugu 
in Govemm^mt Offices,

Government's decision to take full respuusiLN iy for the education 
of talented students who secure distinction la P. U»C and whose parents 
income does not exceed Rs» 3O0 per month has been widely acclaimed 
in the State, and I recommend the Governnieat for this measure.

I suggest that the standard 
should be atleast up to the first 12th. so as to benefit as many students 
as may be possible-anticipatmg the time when all education would 
be tree. Anyway a fool proof system should be devised otheiwise 
there is a strong possibility of the provisions of the measure being 
abused* 

An astonishing thing s that this measure is mentioned onl\ m the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister's Speech, and there is no mention of it 
anywhere m the Budget Estimates, so that we are quite unable to 
estimate the aimuai cost oi this measure. The financial implications 
of such an important measure ought to have been laid before the 
House, if the Hon'ble Finance Mimster will permit me to point it. 

With this, I strongly support the Budget, and congratulate the 
Government for presenting a realistic one,

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No special mention has been made about Ayurveda and Homoeo- 
pathy. Almost a step-motherly treatment is given to Homoeopathv' 
It IS also very popular m our country-side The system can be deve- 
loped m India also Therefore, a separate budget allotment may be 
made and some dispensaries opened m all district headquarters. 

As regards minor irrigation sources, the Government is now givmo* 
much importance to them The progress is very slow For example* 
m certain villages the tanks have not been repaired even after a good 
number of years There are many reports about these tanks, but they 
are drying and the ryots are suffering The same is the case with 
regard to irrigation wells At the present moment, we are ^ivinff 
Rs 550 per well It is not sufficient So, I suggest that it must be 
enhanced to Rs 1,000 and more irrigation wells are dug m all the Villages 
of famme-affected areas Besides, in the famine affected areas, under- 
ground water surveys must be conducted and wherever water is availa- 
ble irrigation wells should be dug to provide water for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

As regards land revenue, the Government propose to enhance the 
tax, just by doubling the existing assessment on the plea that the value 
of the lands has gone up during the last 30 to 40 years Just because 
the value of the land has gone up, it does not mean that the nchness of 
the soil has gone up*

Sri Vasudeo Krishnaji Naih (Sidtan Bazar) — ^Mr Speaker, Sir, I 
rise to support the Budget presented by the Finance Minister The 
budget in its broad aspects is a truly factual budget, with no exaggera- 
tion of the achievements of the previous years Observations on the 
budget m the mam rest on two sections of opinion, some say that 
after the introduction of planning the budget has no importance be- 
cause it sneaks of what we have planned already; some others say 
that the implementation of the plans is defective-

The budflfet is less vocal and reflects a truer picture in its broad 

aspects Primarily, the budget rests on Central assistance and State 

effort. If the opposition or even others sav that we have not received 

enough Central assistance, I think there is some reason, there is some 

logic, because the State as it is, is denendent on the financial assistance 

given to us by the Centre, and if there are any shortcomings in the 

matter of Central assistance, the implementation of the plan will be 

delayed and the achievements weakened. I feel the Centre needs to 

' be told of the requirements of our State t more so of the imbalance 

that is existing between the North and the Sonth and between one 

State and another State, and this imbalance has to be reduced only 

by Central assistance- And I think that the facts as they go speak 

much about the inadequacy of the Centra! assistance, I can tell some 

of the achievements of the first and second plans; we have been noticing 

that Madhya Pradesh increase will be of a relatively lower order than 

the southern zone; the southern zone as a whole will move «p by 7BAB % 

as against 126% of the northern zone and 10a,22% of the eastern 

zone. As I told you, this imbalance has to be reduced. The southern 

zone 1$ estimated to r<?cord a rise of 8^.S% by the Third plan period 
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as against 35.83% in the northern zone and 36.57% in the eastern 
zone. The industrial output of the central zone will increase hy only 
26 '50% slightlv faster than the southern zone and lower than all 
other zones. Therefore, not only Andhra Pradesh but all the other 
zones also need to be stimulated and helped for more than what is 
b^incf ^ven to them todav It is well-known that m the matter of 
location of heavy industries, Centre has not been takincr sufficient 
care to locate speedily the industries that it means to allot to us. It 
is fiftaifyin^ to note that with some efforts on the Part of the State 
Croyemment, with all the relations that we bear with them, we are 
^ettinsr certain heaw industrials as Heaw Electrieals, the Synthetic 
Dru^ Factory, etc. bv which I think the State industrial output will 
increase. But the Important p^int is that the Centre should do what 
thev mean to do at a pe^od when we need it. If this imbalance in the 
development and location of industsies m States like Andhra Pradesh 
is to be rectified, we should be more vocal in pressing the Centre to 
^ve equal share to all the State m the matter of location of industries 
On the other hand th'* Centre has been telling us that we have certain 
local industries and the manasr^^ment of those industries will be taken 
over by them* Here we should be verv plain, let us tell them in clear 
terms that Andhra Pradesh cannot afford to hand over the existing 
industries to the Centre; for example, the Centre says that the manage- 
ment of Singarcni Collieries will be taken over by them because they 
are advanciner the required investment and becaiise we don't have 
sufficient funds. I feel, we should be one m telling them that Smgareni 
CoJlieries wHl be best manasfed bv ns and we should be all unanimous 
in thai When in West Bengal Mr. Roy could tell the Centre tha^r^ja 
the Sfcate can manage its own industries very well they can have 
their own mining industry why not Andhra Pradesh unanimously 
tf*ll the Centre that Sinsaxeni Collieries would be better managed? 
We can raise the funds, if need be; let the Centre give us funds, but 
let the management rest with us. 

We find the same attitude bv the Centre i* other spheres also. 
As has been pointed by Sri P. Sundarayya and Sn T. Nagi Reddi, 
we have known that excise duties are largely taken by the Central 
CrOTcmment and only a share is given to us It is not sufficient. 
Besides^ we find that even the raw-materials that we have by which we 
isnn st«rt new industries and by which we can augment our resources 
i«re 1)eiBg aBowed to be exported to foreign countries; for example 
^ hmt mt k being exported by the State Trading Corporation of 
Indi*. What %b it wmt we ar^ getting? We do not get that much of 
pKMyMeh shimld come to ns. Therefore, we say that in the matter ^ 
rf giving Beei^ees to Centrally-sT>onsored industries, or m the matter 
dTfoeatltif new industties or in the matter of givinsr financial assist ance 
m in the ca«e of excise duties, the Centre should see all the States

Members in thi 
House that Andhra Pradesh has not made any progress, Andhra Pradesl 
has no inia ^'nation, that p^o^jress has been slowed doTvn because the 
have no effort, there I think I would like to differ They have basa 
their observatiois on a comparison with Madras, Bombay and Calcutt 
and other advanced countries. True, Bombay, Madras and Calcuttj 
are not the Cities of today; they have been there m the mduslria 
field for a very mng time, durm^ the British regime, some wealth^ 
persons and financial magnates started industries as subsidiary indus 
tries to the Biitish in lustries. We will not be justified m comparm^ 
our qrowth of industries with those existing m ^ladras, Bombay o 
Calcutt? True, v/e have to make up very speedil}^ and xt is not contra 
<hcted But to say thai Andhra Pradesh has made no effort is fa 
from truth* 

But, m the field of industry, agriculture and electricity, I woulc 
like to ^ive some figures to show that Andhra Pradesh has not beer 
so very backward as has been pictured to us Andhra Pradesh has 
been speedily growmcf from 1955 It might not have grown to the 
length and level to which we are entitled, but we should also under 
stand the limititions and the circumstances in which the Governmeni 
are proceeding I am sure, my friends will allow me to tell a few facts 
about industrial investment One criticism is that the percentage 
of return! from the industrial development of the country has not 
increased so far as Andhra Pradesh is concerned* The investment oi 
the Government of India has gone up to Rs 15,000 crores from Rs, 
1,500 crore Out of the steel plants and other heavy industries, 
does not Andhra Pradesh get a share of those industries^ We do get 
a share out of those heavy industries or projects contemplated by the 
Government of India So, it is not good that we should compare oui 
Stale in that way Let us take facts as facts.

We have 
been recommendmg certain licences toi the location of industries 
Even today there are S5 persons who aie holding licences with them, 
but ^ith no tffeci,, as they could not locate their industiies Whio 
we have been recommending for certain licences, it is ako upto ns 
to examine whether in a given peiiod the party would be aole to 
finance liimself ard whethei m the given period he has the capacity to 
mstal the industry or not That is why we see that by the t^me we 
get delated, others m other States get licences and they locate the 
industries m their States, and the Central Government then sa^s 
*• We are sorry. The industries have been staited m otiicr states and 
we caimotgive the necessary sanctions to you " Therefore, m giving 
the licences, I plead that the Government Departments may be asked 
to examine the person's solvency etc , before actually issuing the licences, 
so that there will be no lapses on the part of the Government, later. 

Similarly, I would like to say a few words about sales tax It is 
very gratifiiying to note that our Finance Minister has said that under 
rationalisation of tax structure he will have to review the position 
efter he gets the report from Dr, P.S Lokanathan. But that, I thirk, 
may take some time ; and as I advocated earlie^, here too, peimit me 
to say that the definition of the ^ ord * turn-over * in the Act needs to be 
amended. During the very first year when Dr Gopalareddy was 
the Fmanee Minister, I had said 'turnover' means tax o\er tax 
Then it was argued that because the Madias Govcinment focni it 
valid, the High Court having dismissed the writ relating theieto, 
tax over tax could be thought of here also But today ta\ over tax 
in Madras has been abohshed* Thereiore, the definiiicn of the ^\ord 
* turnover ' m the Act needs to be amended Much more thin tl at, 
we want finances and sales tax is giving us finai ces as much as we 
w&nt There may be some lapses and shortcomings and with the 
procedure that IS being followed today we are not getting as much as 
weneed« From 1956-61j what is it that we have noticed. In e%ery

Wherever we find resources at any stage \\e must tax them I think 
our Government will nox lag behind m getting direct taxes as much 
as possible, if the authoiity is vested m them " If we tax on land 
revenue or on tansport oi by way oi sales tax, there will be agitation, 
there will be movement" — that feai should not be there I do not 
th nk we are correct in that We ^'itiust create an atmosphere. A 
democracy will only survi\ e when we can see that our plans are met 
and plans could meet only when we see that we create an atmosphere* 
Members, whether belongmg to the Opposition or to the Congress, 
must both make attempts to see that we have an atmosphere of that 
kind. In a democracy, unless we create an atmosphere of that kind* 
I do not thmk we will be able to achieve our objectives.
